bullish outlook on Russian chances. 
The outlook was confirmed 
by events. 
Today 
there is need to re-canvass the m ilitary situation 
and undoubtedly that Is what the m ilitary expert: 
are doing, with more thoroughness perhaps than wa: 
brought to bear on the canvass a y ear ago. 
While 
their findings are not being announced, the outlook 
on Russian chances is still bullish. 
Except for names, there is m arked sim ilarity be­ 
tween events on the Russian fro nt today and a y ea; 
ago. 
Then, too, the Germans were advancing on al 
fronts, with particular emphasis on the southern fron' 
where their drive was aimed a t Odessa. 
They art 
further along now, but so is tim e—and there is n< 
evidence th at the Russian armies have begun to dis 
Integrate. 
W hile rumors about coming collapse ar< 
heard, It is significant perhaps th at in mld-Augus 
a y ear ago the news of the ho ur was the evidence o 
Russia* ability to make a co ntest of its war witl 
Germany . 
Then, as now, its condition was shrouded in th 
secrecy surrounding what probably 
is the world 
most secretive government. 
Any one concluding tha 
Russia is being knocked out of the war because it 
arm ies'still are giving ground m ust be forgetUm 
th at Russia still has a vast am o unt of ground to giv< 
before It can be forced to surrender.

it has made life comfortable and 
bearable for her. 
It may take a good deal of co ur­ 
age on the part of y our doctor to 
tell y ou he intends to shoot cobra 
venom into y ou and it may startle 
and frighten y ou at first. But as 
a m atter of experience, there are 
few disagreeable reactions. 
In most

sy mptoms whatever except th at in 
a few day s y our pain gets better. 
And it has great advantages over 
o ther pain killers such as aspirin 
and 
m orphine,

sometimes 
! have to be used but which require

fective and cause disagreeable side 
effects, such as co nstipatio n and 
nausea 
Cobra venom can be used 
in any case of prolonged, intra ct­ 
able pain.

“Self-rationing'’ 
Is simply 
the 
pro-rating of m eat 
supplies 
by 
packers to various retail outlets. It 
obviates the necessity of “meatless” 
days, but tile housewife who w ants 
a particular cut on a specific day 
can’t be sure th a tt she'll get it. 
If 
she gets to the right butcher soon 
enough, she will; otherwise, sh ell 
have to take what she can get. 
Obviously, the so-called 
"m eat 
shortages’’ reported 
from 
m any 
cities th is week were merely "self- 
rationing.’’ 
There wasn’t 
enough 
meat to go around, and packers pro­ 
rated their supplies among various 
localities. 
Those 
cities in 
which 
ceilings were 
comparatively 
low 
were not in as favorable a position 
as those in which the ceiings were 
high. 
As far as pork is concerned, trade 
observers believe the shortage prob­ 
ably will be cleared up this autum n, 
when a huge run of hogs will come 
to m arket. 
The principal worry is 
not w hether thre will be 
enough 
hogs, but w hether 
transportation 
and slaughtering facilities will be 
large enough to handle them. 
At the same time, observers cau­ 
tion th at much will depend upon 
the amount of pork
